Polio is caused by a very small 
germ known as a virus. This 
virus is much smaller than the 
streptococcus with which you are 
more familiar. Progrese in under­ 
standing the nature and effects of 
viruses and the treatment of pa­ 
tients infected by them is diffi­ 
cult because of the uncertainty 
as to their effect on experimental 
animals and the difficulty 
of 
growing the virus in a test tube 
in the laboratory. When these 
techniques are difficult, knowl­ 
edge of a disease develops slow­ 
ly. 
THERE MAY be a lapse of any­ 
w here from four to 18 days be­ 
tween the time a person is ex­ 
posed to the polio germ and the 
onset of the disease, if the per­ 
son becomes infected. The aver­ 
age time of this interval is seven 
to 14 days.

Polio is a disease associated 
with 
fever, 
characterized 
by 
changes in the nervous system, 
particularly the spinal cord, with 
progression in a certain number 
of patients to the development of 
paralysis of various muscles. This 
paralysis may vary from mild and 
temporary spasm 
to complete 
lossi of movement. 
IN THE PAST polio has usually 
been considered to be a disease 
of childhood but in recent years 
an increased tendency to attack 
older persons has been noted. In­ 
fants under six months of age 
seldom develop the disease. 
Outbreaks are more prevalent 
in temperate climates and have 
a striking seasonal incidence. In 
the past 20 years in Riverside 
County, when all cases of polio 
are considered, more cases have 
occurred in August, September 
and 
October 
than 
any 
other 
months. 
However, 
there 
have 
been cases recorded in this coun­ 
ty in every month of the year 
except March. 


USUALLY one attack of polio 
produces a permanent immunity 
in an individual although a few 
instances of second attacks have 
been reported. A person may be­ 
come immune even though he 
shows no sign of the disease. This 
is probably proved by the fact 
that it rarely occurs in doctors 
or nurses or other hospital per-

Report Uranium Found on Ranch 
By Rancher Near Highland Springs 


Uranium ore, used as a com­ 
ponent in atomic chemistry, is 
reported to have been discovered 
by A. V. Marshall on his 300 
acre ranch northwes>t of High­ 
land Springs. 
• 
The first samples were turned 
over to San Bernardino chemists 
for 
assaying 
two 
weeks 
ago. 
Uranium experts have been go­ 
ing over Marshall’s property with 
a geiger counter, discovering in 
five places uranium exceeding 
the government minimum, it was 
announced. 
A ten-pound sample will be 
furnished United States govern­ 
m ent chemists of the ore. If it is 
found to be satisfactory, the gov­ 
ernment will determine how the 
deposit will be developed. 
Traces of gold have been found 
on the ranch as well as kaolin, a 
white clay used in the firing of 
china and porcelain. 
Marshall, a Beaumont pioneer, 
operated a dairy farm for 20 
vears on his ranch, selling the 


dairy a year ago, to hunt minerals 
as a hobby. He took a sample that 
appeared to be cold ore. It was 
assayed for gold, platinum and 
uranium by the chemist . . . . 
New samples were taken, in num­ 
bered cups with locations marked 
from which they were taken. 
Five of the samples raised the 
needle of the geiger counter, in­ 
dicating radioactive substance. 
With the United States govern­ 
ment chemists alert for possible 
uranium fields, the presence of 
uranium on the Marshall ranch 
is looked upon as highly import­ 
ant.

This action was taken when 
the council came to the conclusion that the property could never be 
obtained by the city except at a prohibitive price, and that the 
community would be better off with the hotel back in operation. 
It was a wise move. The re-opening of El Mirador would be a 
boon to Palm Springs. It would attract many new visitors to the 
city, add to the attractiveness of the community and provide employ­ 
ment for about 250 people. Everyone would benefit in one way or 
another.

We believe that the community as a whole will approve the 
council's action and will join the city government in urging the 
War Assets Administration to sell the property back to the former 
owners so it can be operated again as a hotel.

Of 1947-48, Association Reports

Cost of city government in Palm Springs during the 
fiscal year of 1947 showed an increase of $45,490 over that 
of the preceding 12 months, according to figures just re­ 
leased by the California Taxpayer's association. 


The biggest 
increase 
was 
shown 
in general government 
expense with $42,734 expended 
during the fiscal year of 1946 as 
| compared to $68,541 for 1947 or 
an increase of $25,807. 


EXPENDITURES by the cities 
of Riverside county for fiscal 
year 1947 ranged from $1,867,326 
for Riverside to $4,052 for Coach­ 
ella. its first year. Expenditures 
by the cities include general gov­ 
ernment, protection to persons 
and property, streets, recreation, 
health and sanitation, debt serv­ 
ice, and miscellaneous payments. 
Data for fiscal 1948 for cities 
on a statewide basis are not yet 
available, the association said. 
All indications are that expen­ 
ditures by cities for fiscal 1948 
were higher than for fiscal 1947. 
In addition, as a general rule, 
city budgets for fiscal 1949, the 
current year, show increases over

builders to have the construction 
of their new homes begun as 
soon as possible. 
This was ad­ 
vocated this week by V ein R. 
Huck, president of the Building 
C ontractors Association of Cali­ 
fornia. 
“We are now entering a period 
of tim e w hen it is most likely 
that construction costs w ill be at 
their low est m ark in the next few 
years. 
E veryone who has held 
back the construction of his new 
hom e w hile w aiting for prices to 
drop would be wise to plan the 
start of 
the 
building 
without 
further delay,” declared Huck. 
Huck pointed out that dollar 
for dollar the next few months 
w ill offer th e best building value 
for the new home buyer. He said 
th at continuous experim entation 
w ill probably develop m eans to 
construct less expensive homes 
later on. These low er cost homes, 
lie said, w ill have all the essen­ 
tials for com fortable living but 
th eir value proportionate to cost 
will be less than homes built in 
the im m ediate future. 
W eather conditions for the next 
few m onths should allow m axi­ 
mum progress in home construc­ 
tion, iluck said. 
He advocated 
immediate construction if pos­ 
sible to escape the delays caused 
by 
rain 
and 
other 
adverse 
w eather conditions. 
“California builders face a two­ 
fold problem in the effect of 
w eather on construction work,” 
he observed. “First, as it affects 
w ork on the site, and second, as 
it affects the transportation sys­ 
tem s upon which we depend for 
delivery from outside the state of 
75 per cent of our building ma­ 
terials.”

High Price of 
Food Caused by 
"Middle-Man" 


High 
farm 
prices 
are 
only 
partly responsible for the pres­ 
ent cost of the fam ily food basket. 
M arketing and distribution, half 
of w hich are represented by the 
cost of labor, are also an im ­ 
portant factor. 
Figures compiled by the U. S. 
D epartm ent of A griculture show 
that the farm er norm ally gets 
from a third to a half in the ag­ 
gregate of every dollar the con­ 
sum er spends on food. Right now 
it is som ew hat over half. 
The 
rest of the cost of the fam ily food 
bill pays for the various steps 
needed to get th e food from the 
farm to the retail shelf—trans­ 
portation, processing, and whole­ 
sale and retail distribution. 


BEFORE 
THE 
WAR 
the 
farm er averaged about 40 cents 
in the aggregate of the consum­ 
er’s food dollar. Back In 1932 his 
take w as only 32 cents. 
The 
farm er’s share has risen during 
and since the w ar, and in 1947 he 
got an average of about 54 cents 
in the aggregate of the consum­ 
er’s food dollar. 


SOME TYPES of farm ing, not­ 
ably m eat and dairy products, 
yield a larger share of w hat the 
consum er pays for th eir products 
in the store th an do other types 
such as vegetables and cereals. 
But this is a historical pattern, 
as the records show. Except for 
1932, the farm er’s share of the 
consum er’s m eat dollar has run 
from an average of 66 cents in 
1913 to 53 cents in the 1935-39 
period. 
Last year it w as esti­ 
m ated at 71 cents. And the farm ­ 
er's share of the consum er’s dol­ 
lar spent for poultry and eggs 
has averaged over 60 cents for 
more than three decades. In 1947 
it was estim ated at 68 cents. 


IN CONTRAST, bakery prod­ 
ucts last year gave the farm er 
an average of 27 cents of the 
consum er’s dollar spent for these 
items 
and 
canned 
fruits 
and 
vegetables 20 cents. 
These re­ 
turns, 
how ever, 
represented 
a 
m arked rise over pre-w ar. Cot­ 
ton, wool and tobaccoo give the 
farm er the low est share of the 
consum er's dollar spent for their 
products. 
O ver the years this 
share has ranged from 5 to 15 
cents and has usually averaged 
around the 10-cent level. 
The 
processing factor, of course, is 
much more im portant in these 
products than others th a t farm ­ 
ers raise.

Direct paym ents for relief to 
the needy in Riverside county 
for 1947-48 totalled $3,136,686, 42 
per cent more than the $2,211,012 
paid out in the county for re ­ 
lief during 1945-46, the first post­ 
w ar year, California T axpayers’ 
association reported today. 
Re­ 
lief paid out in the county d u r­ 
ing 1946-47 am ounted to $2,520,­ 
422. 
Includued in the relief paid 
out in the county for 1947-48 was 
$2,649,905 for aid to the needy 
aged, $95,311 for aid to th e needy 
blind, $285,091 for aid to depend­ 
en t children, and $106,380 for 
general county relief—the catch­ 
all for people not eligible for 
other kinds of relief. 
Aid to the aged, blind, and d e­ 
pendent children is financed by 
the federal, 
state, and county 
governm ents, 
w hile 
g e n e r a l 
county relief comes out of the 
county taxpayers' pockets, the as­ 
sociation said. 
Over the state as a whole, d i­ 
rect relief paym ents for 1947-48 
totalled 
$165,127,855. 
Paym ents 
for 1947-48 w ere 50 per cent 
greater than the $110,084,302 paid 
out during 1945-46. Total aid pay­ 
m ents for 1946-47 w ere $131,932,­ 
669. 
Of the $165,127,855 total aid 
paym ents in C alifornia for 1947­ 
48, $123,224,052 was for aid to the 
needy aged, $5,817,126 for aid to 
th e needy blind, $19,382,549 for 
paym ents for dependent children, 
and $16,704,128 for general county 
relief. 
“Paym ents for relief in C ali­ 
fornia are scheduled to go higher, 
w ith the current $60 a m onth aid 
to the needy aged and $75 a 
m onth aid to the blind upped by 
$5 a month effective O ctober 1 by 
th e 
federal 
governm ent,” 
the 
Taxpayers’ association said. 
“In 
addition, 
the 
N ovem ber 
ballot contains a proposition, No. 
4, which proposes to raise aid to 
the aged to $75 a m onth and to 
the blind to $85 a month and to 
m ake other costly changes.

sonnel w here they have been in 
repeated direct contact w ith acute 
cases. 
BECAUSE of the difficulties of 
studying polio, the only m eans 
w hereby we can determ ine how 
it is spread from one person to 
another is through the study of 
the characteristics of epidemics. 
We find that it behaves very 
much as does measles and other 
acute com m unicable diseases, al­ 
though it is not as highly con­ 
tagious. 
Since the germ can be found 
in the throat during the tfirst 
w eek of the disease and it is 
recognized th at this is the m ost 
contagious stage, it is logical to 
assume th at most polio is spread 
from one person to another w hen 
an infected person coughs, talks, 
or sneezes, so th at droplets from 
the m outh are transm itted to the 
other person. This does not nec­ 
essarily m ean th at it is the only 
m eans of spread but it certainly 
is the m ost logical. It is true 
that the germ has been found in 
the intestinal discharges of in ­ 
fected individuals but this does 
not justify the conclusion th at it 
is the usual m eans of spread. The 
germ causing tuberculosis is fre­ 
quently found in the stom ach and 
in the intestines yet no one claim s 
that tuberculosis is spread by in 
testinal discharges.

There’s a new way to make that old favorite, coconut custard pie. 
So that the crust will be crisp, without even a trace of sogginess, 
the custard filling, full of coconut, is baked separately and slipped 
into the cooked crust. 
A variation of the regular coconut custard pie is made with a 
prepared pudding mix—chocolate, vanilla, butterscotch. Just make the 
pudding, cool it slightly, and pour into the baked pie shell. Sprinkle 
the top generously with shredded coconut, toasted or untoasted. Fluffs

Combine eggs, sugar, and salt; add milk gradually, then vanilla

from w ater bath and cool.

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Public Hearing 
On County Budget 


Held Yesterday 


The 
prelim inary 
Riverside 
county budget for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1949, calling for 
a total expenditure of $10,640,545, 
was the topic of a public hear­ 
ing conducted before the board 
of supervisors yesterday. 
The board of supervisors con­ 
sidered the lists of expenditures 
in its chambers. 
A lthough the approved budget 
quirem ents 
for 
the 
county’s 
1948-49 operation are of record 
proportions, the am ount to be 
raised by property taxes is only 
$3,295,105, excluding certain road 
district funds w hich do not af­ 
fect the entire county. 
A tax rate of $2.26 upon each 
$100 of assessed valuation on the 
secured property roll will be re­ 
quired to raise the amount. 
To reduce the tax rate from 
last years’ $2.34 and hold down 
costs, the board of supervisors 
trim m ed $296,613 out of the re ­ 
quests made this year by depart­ 
m ent heads. 


Further reduction of the pre­ 
lim inary budget is not expected 
since 
representatives

Bureau, 
both 
w atch-dogs 
on 
county govern­ 
m ent expense, sat w ith the board 
throughout 
the

on the 
FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


Every Individual and Partnership Operating in 
California Under a Trade Name Should Read 
This Carefully 
1. Ques. W hat is a Fictitious Firm name? 
Ans. Any name which does not completely and 
clearly identify the owner or owners. 
2. Ques. Why should an individual or partnership do­ 
ing business under a Fictitious Name file and pub­ 
lish a Certificate? 
Ans. 1. The law is specific and mandatory. Busi­ 
ness people, like other persons, should obey the 
law. 2. No Court action of any sort can be main­ 
tained until Certificate is filed and published. 
3. Such filing and publishing contributes to the 
value and protection of a trade name. 
3. Quos. Is the nam e “J. B. Sm ith Company” a fic­ 
titious name? 
Ans. Yes. Because the term “company” is ambigu­ 
ous and suggestive of uncertainty. 
4. Ques. How can customer find if he has filed and 
published his certificate of business? 
Ans. Simply by checking w ith the Corporation de­ 
partm ent in your county clerk’s office. 
5. Ques. W hat does Section 2468 of the Civil Code 
mean by the wording that no person or partner­ 
ship failing to comply “shall m aintain any action 
upon, or on account of, any contract or contracts 
made or transactions had,” under such fictitious 
name in any Court of this State? 
Ans. Simply that the person or partnership cannot 
sue. 
6. Ques. Does this mean that cash stores are not af­ 
fected? 
Ans. There are many grounds for court actions be­ 
sides the mere collection of past due accounts. 
For instance, a cash grocery may wish to sue a 
trucking company for damage to shipments. 
7. Ques. In case of a change in ownership, m ust the 
new owner file and publish? 
Ans. Yes. “Every person transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious nam e” m ust file and 
publish. 
8. Ques. In case one partner is succeeded by another, 
must a new certificate be filed and published. 
Ans. Yes. Section 2469 of the Civil Code states that 
“On every change in the members of a partner­ 
ship transacting business in this State under a fic­ 
titious name . . . a new certificate must be filed 
w ith the county Clerk and a new publication 
made.” 
9. Ques. Must a corporation file and publish a cer­ 
tificate? 
Ans. Yes, when the corporation as a person owns 
and operates some other business under a fic­ 
titious firm name. In such event it must file and 
publish, otherwise not. 
10. Q ues. 
Do public authorities demand compliance 
with thi' fictitious firm law? 
Ans. Yes. For instance, the California State De­ 
partm ent of Vocational Standards will not issue a 
license to any contractor or contracting partner­ 
ship who has not filed and published. 
11. Ques. 
May a person or persons engaged in more 
than one business under fictitious name meet the 
publication requirem ent by filing and printing 
only one certificate? 
Ans. The Los Angeles County Counsel has ruled: 
“We incline to the opinion that the provision of 
said section contemplate a certificate to be filed 
and published for EACH fictitious name under 
which a business is transacted.” 
12. Ques. Does the filing and publication of a Trade 
Name Certificate have value in establishing own­ 
ers’ title in a firm name? 
Ans. Yes the courts have held such registration and 
publication to be a prima facia evidence of name 
ownership w here two claimants to a name have 
contested ownership. 
13. Ques. 
How may a Certificate be prepared, filled 
out and published? 
Ans. See your lawyer, bank, local newspaper or the 
County Clerk. 
14. Ques. W hat will it cost? 
Ans. The statutory one dollar County Clerk fee for 
filing plus the publisher’s rate for four weekly 
insertions of the advertisement, amounting to 
about $10.

15. Ques. W here m ay filing service be obtained. 
Ans. 
Complete service is given FREE by Los An­ 
geles Newspaper Service Bureau. Inc., 132 West 
First Sstreet. W rite them for further information 
or free forms and printed instructions at that 
address or Phone MA 2541. 


THE LAW 
(Civil Code Sections 2466. 2468, 2469) 
2466—Every person transacting business in this state under 
a fictitious name and every partnership transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious name, or a designation not showing 
the names of the persons interested as partners in such busi­ 
ness, m ust file with the clerk of the county in which his or its 
principal place of business is situated, a certificate, stating the 
nam e in full and the place of residence of such person and 
stating the names in full of all the members of such partner­ 
ship and their places of residence. Such certificate m ust be 
published in the county, if there be one, and if there be none 
in such county, then in a newspaper in an adjoining county. 
An affidavit showing the publication of such certificate sh^H 
be filed with the county clerk within thirty days after the 
completion of such publication. 1923-238. 
2468—The certificate filed with the clerk as provided in 
section twenty-four hundred and sixty-six must be signed by 
the person therein referred to, or by the partners, as the case 
may be and acknowledged before some officer, authorized to 
take the acknowledgment of conveyance of real property. 
Where a business is hereafter commenced by a person under a 
fictitious name or a partnership is hereafter formed, the cer­
